Tb<>  Methods  of  «  Woman  W  ho  "Iloen  Her 
Own  Work.” 

In  this  country  qervanto  an*  so  uncer¬ 
tain  and  Ao  j>/*or  that  any  guide  ft/im 
one  who  “does  her  own  work”  rmccess- 
fully  cannot  fail  to  l»e  of  interest  to 
rmyiy  wom«*n.  The  j>**rAr.n  It*,  tjdestlon 
says  i:r  rt*«pons*‘  to  nuestionlng  ns  to  her 
metho/ls,  which  seem  i*erfection: 

I  d.eU,nuim*d  at  the  wtart  fip/»n  two 
things:  One  was  that  my  home  Bhouid 
l*o  ns  daintily  nice  as  ever,  so  that 
neither  children  nor  parents  should  re¬ 
lax  into  careless  habits.  The  Rocond 
was  that  I  must  husband  my  strength 
in  all  jiosKiblo  ways.  I  would  not  liave 
lielioved  how  many  st/’jis  could  lie  saved 
nor  how  much  unnecessary  work  I  was 
to  the  habit  of  doing  until  I  tried  to  be 
careful  axel  to  remcml*er.
